Mr. Yerkes was a man of splendid natural endowments. Tlus 
he had broadeued by .study, hy a wide ae.iuaintaneo witli nu-n an 
evpjits and by unusual powers of observation and analysis. 

Had Mr. Yerker been more of a politician, in the beat exprwsio 
of that word, and less of an idealist, less of a strict eonforniist t 
certain inherent and temperamental theories of living and pulili 
aernce, he would have been far more conspicuous than he was in al 
the walks of life. Hy nature a diffident man. he never acquir.'d. n.- 
sought to become clever in, the art of making friends or admirers fo 
practical purpoaea. 

In 1900 Mr. Yerkes made a most noteworthy race for iiovernos 
The nomination was tendered to him with 110 effort on his part to se 
cure it, and notwithatandmg tiie heat and bitterness of the p. 1 ic. 
immediatelv following the unfortunate assassination of Senator 
bel, he polled upwards of 40,000 more votes than were ever before 
given to a Republican nominee for that office. 

Subsciuentlv President McKinley appointed Mr. Vcrkes Com 
missioner of Internal Revenue. He at once took high rank among 
public men at Washington who were eoncerncd with subjects relating 
to revenue and taxation. At the death of Mr. McKinley, Mr. Roose- 
velt requested him to remain in the office to which Mr. MoKinKy hat 
called him. During tlie ensuing four years Mr. Yerkes was helpful 
as a dignified exponent 0 fthe best element of Kepublicanism m t 
Southern states and waa regarded by Southern leaders are Uuii 
ablest and most conspicuous representative at the seat of government 
At the beginning of the second Roosevelt administration' .some gen 
tlemen of infltience and standing in a number of the Southern stat. s 
aided by others not of the South ,and absolutely without his kuowl 
edge souglit to have Mr. Yerkes invited Ihto the new cabmet. Except 
for an unfortunate division in the party in Kentucky, which was 
marked by considerable bitterness, these plans, it is believed, would 
have been aucceaaful. President Roosevelt inaiated that Mr. Yerk 
1 emain in the office of Comniission. r of Internal Revenue and lu' r. ii 
dered valuable aaaistanee in the reshaping of important letrishuioii 
affecting the public revenues. 

Mr. Yerkes was a man o fmost delightful personality. Equipped 
natively and by culture for success in any field, he was a conversa- 
tionaliat of rare qualities, and in the presence of^those with whom he 
was upon terms of pleasant intimacy he was a companion of extra- 
ordinary interest and sweetness. He was fond of his home and or 
people, and he was a friend upon whom every relianee could stead 
fastly be placed. 

The good deeds which Mr. Terkes did in this life he did with 
that same lack of display which characterized him always. Theri. was 
nothing in his public career or in his private life of which he had rea 
son to be ashamed. He was honorable and upright in all of his deal 
ings with men and his philosophy of life was based always and ever 
upon a remarkably just appreciation of the rights of others. There 
was no cant or hypocrisy about him. He was always what he was 
Nothing more ^nothing less.

Labor Board. 

3. Whether they will 
abide by United States 
Railroad Labor Board De- 
cision No. 1036, providing 
for a reduction in their pay 
effective July 1st, 1022. 
I understand that the other 

employes who are being adced

The decisions of the United 
: tutes Railroad Labor H'lard 
so questioned were renci- cd 
after due investigatidiis and 
iiearings, at which all were 



represented, and all the qaei> 

tions which could possibly be 
raised were at the time of these 
hearings fully discussed, and 
the ctmcluslnii of tlie Labor 
Hoard was rcachi.'<l after ex- 
haustive consideration of the 
facts '.x'fore t'le and they 
also coiisiderod ail other facts 
that seemei! to be relevant.

This railroad has acceptctl 
and put into effect in good 
faith every increase granted to 
its employe* by the T;'. r 
Board. It has obeyed I'vcry 
rule of the I-abor Board aii'oct- 
ing it, and, consequently, col- 
ters the situation with abso- 
lutely clean hands. As above 
stated, it has done nothini; to 
evade the Transportation Act.

In this state of affairs it win 
be observed that the emplo>'c.- 
are asked to consider strikinji 
against the rulings of a consti- 
tuted Govenimental autl^ority 
acting entirely within that 
authority. It is hard to un- 
derstand how this railroad can 
do anything in this case except 
carry out the decision of the 
Labor Board. I feel sure that 
public opinion will not coun- 
tenance a strike on such a basis 
and that disaster only can en- 
sue if such a coiu^ is persisicil 
in.
